An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .3 12.

The application has been amended as follows: • 

Claim 1 1 : Page 2 (of the amendment), line 16 (from top), delete the phrase "naphthyl 
groups, pyridyl groups" since these groups have been deleted from the definition of R 1 and R 2 . 
At the end of line 16, delete the letter "s" from the word 'groups' so as to put it in a singular 
form. 

Page 2, on the last line, delete "-NH-CHO-" (a divalent group), and insert - -NH-CHO - 
(a monovalent group) in its place. 

Page 3, line 17 (from top), delete the phrase "wherein m is 0, 1 or 2" because S(0) m has 
already been deleted from claim 1 1 . 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant's amendment of 9-27-05 has overcome the previous rejections of 1 12/l st and 
2 nd paragraphs and 103 based on Lee et. al. (US'233) by reciting specific diseases in claim 29, 
and by deleting rejected limitations in claim 11. 

Applicant's terminal disclaimer of 10-13-05 has also overcome the previous rejection of 
Obviousness-type Double Patenting. 

Claims 20, 21 and 26 have been cancelled. 

With no other outstanding rejection, pending claims 1 1-19, 22-25 and 27-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention is drawn to compounds of substituted (4-cycloalkyl-amino)- 
tetrahydroquinazoline. The teaching of Lee et. al. (US'233 - cited previously) does not 
disclose any species in which the cycloalkyl is directly attached to the amino group. Its 
generic teaching is much too broad for a prima facie case of obviousness. The generic 
teaching of Giencke et. al. (US'530 - cited previously) is also too broad for a prima facie 
case of obviousness - see In re Baird, 16 F.3d 380, 382, 29 USPQ2d 1550, 1552 (Fed. 
Cir. 1994). Both references have different utilities, and thus, cannot be combined to 
render obvious the instant claims.
